pipeline's path include Bracken, 
Pendleton, Grant, Harrison, 
Owen, Scott, Franklin, Wood¬ 
ford, Anderson, Nelson, LaRue, 
Hardin and Breckinridge, accord¬ 
ing to a map on the Blue- 
grasspipeline.com website. 

Property owners who sign 
easements are not giving up own¬ 
ership of their land, the website 
said. Rather, owners are paid for 
use of their property and they can 
continue normal activities on it, 
including farming and residential 
construction, among others. 

But the project has been con¬ 
troversial in the state because of 
safety issues raised from pipeline 
accidents in other states in which 


life and property have been lost in 
accidental explosions. 

And landowners and the com¬ 
panies involved have disagreed on 
the subject of eminent domain; 
that is whether the pipeline proj¬ 
ect has the legal right to compel 
landowners to give access to the 
pipeline companies against their 
wishes. 

Several local governments in 
the 13 counties have gone on 
record as saying they oppose the 
project for safety and environ¬ 
mental reasons. But the pipeline 
industry counters that by saying 
its safety record is better than 
shipping flammable materials by 
rail or truck through densely pop¬ 
ulated urban areas.

Obamacare: Good?...Bad?

The airways during the past 
week have been filled with news on 
the rollout of Obamacare. Some 
have touted it as an early Christ¬ 
mas present to our nation while 
others have a very negative view of 
its advent. 

I received the following in the 
US mail recently which raises some 
issues with this major legislation 
passed early in President Obamas 
first term. Among the criticisms 
are the following: 

1. The cost: It was supposed to 
cost $1 Trillion, but has already 
jumped to $2 Trillion. 

2. Tax increases: The largest tax 
increase in American history. 

3. Cuts $300 billion from 
Medicare. 

4. Doctors who presently 
accept Medicare will flee the sys¬ 
tem. 

3. Thousands of pages of new 
regulations and red tape that will 
hurt small businesses. 

6. Increased unemployment, as 
small businesses will not be able to 
hire. 

7. Medicare rationing: Possibil¬ 
ity of being denied treatment. 

Like many, I do not know how 
these will pan out, but I suspect 
there will be lots of problems in 
getting Obamacare up and run¬ 
ning. 

What problems? 

Complications with signing up 
for Obamacare have caused lots of 
frustration among signers as the 
web sites established for such have 
been overwhelmed by calls and 
complicated information. Particu¬ 
larly we oldies are struggling with 
the Internet and obtaining infor¬ 
mation that makes sense to us. 

One thing we do understand is 
the cost of health insurance and 
the picture so far is not pretty for 
most persons under Obamacare.

after subsidies.rise 24%. Its co¬ 

pay for emergency room visits 
almost tripled from $125 to $350. 
Its total premium was $868 with 
subsides of $414 for a net outlay of 
$454 per month. 

It seems that most persons with 


health insurance will see their pre¬ 
miums rise to help pay for those 
who do not presently have insur¬ 
ance. This is not what President 
Obama promised as he signed this 
act into law, and it will not sit well 
with hard-working middle classers 
who already struggle to make ends 
meet for health care and their bud¬ 
gets. They will likely resent subsi¬ 
dizing deadbeats who wont work 
and know how to play the system! 

Readers who desire to know 
more about how these premiums 
and subsidies are derived are 
directed to the Internet where 
there is an abundance of informa¬ 
tion both for and against these 
issues plus more, much more. One 
poll I saw indicated that only 31 % 
of us oldies were in favor of this 
law that Obama touted to be the 
panacea for health care and which 
is wrongly named the Affordable 
Care Act.

Another contention: The

Most any 
small business person will say that 
if they do not perform at a high 
level they will soon be out of busi¬ 


ness. . .not so with bureaucrats.

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In the late 50’s and early 60’s 
there were many breweries, dair¬ 
ies and packing houses in the 
greater Cincinnati - Northern 
Kentucky area. Today all are 
practically extinct. 

The focal point of the pack¬ 
ing industry was the Cincinnati 
Stock Yards located on Spring 
Grove Avenue. The yards’ han¬ 
dled hundreds of cattle, sheep 
and hogs each day to supply 
meat to the packers. The yards’ 
have been long gone for many 
years. 

Griffin industries served most 
of the packers in this area each 
day by collecting the offal from 
the daily kill. Several truck loads 
of material were collected each 
day and transported to the But¬ 
ler plant for processing. The fin¬ 
ished product became meat 
scrap, tallow and other valuable 
additions to cosmetics, plastics 
and animal feeds. 

I began my driving job for 
Griffin, picking up offal from 
the packers located near the 
stock yard. The first day or two 
were pretty rough, but I gradu¬ 
ally got immune to smell of fresh 
blood, and the sight of the body 
parts, intestines and starring eyes 
of the skinned heads. 

The most difficult task to get 
adjusted to was the manure 
truck. I must explain. All offal 
was transported to the plant, 
ground up, cooked and ended up 
as either meat scrap or tallow. 
The tallow was more valuable 
because of its various uses. The 
lighter colored the tallow when 
finished, the more valuable. 

Thus, steps had to be taken 
to keep the tallow bright in color. 
Any excess manure or other 
compounds in the offal would 
darken the grease. 

An important step at the 
packing house was for a worker 
to take a knife, and cut a slit or 
strip through the stomach and 
pouch and remove the manure to 
keep it separated from the other 
offal. 

The manure was scooped up 
and placed in 55 gallon drums. 
It was then collected in an old 
dump truck, transported to the 
Cincinnati incinerator, burned, 
and what remained ended up in 
the dump. 

My job was to attend to a 
large packer during the day and 
after finishing with the kill, to 
take the old dump truck, collect 
the manure from that facility, 
and go to a packing house in 
Covington, collect the manure 
and take the contents to the 
incinerator in Cincinnati. 

After about two weeks on my 
new job, I thought I was getting 
good. I was young, cocky,’ and 
thought I knew everything. 

I had finished with the clean 
up at the large facility, got the 
old dump truck, loaded the 
manure, and headed for the 
packing house located behind 
the flood wall on 17th street in 
Covington to pick up that pack¬ 
er’s manure. 

The old dump truck was 
equipped with a hydraulic loader 
to lift the drums and contents. 

It also had a dump bed. The 
tail gate had a lever to lock the 
gate in place. It was also equipped 
with two large bolts that were 
designed for extra security in case 
the lever sprung or broke. 

On this Friday afternoon I 
was feeling fine, and planned to 


get home in time to freshen up 
and go out on a date. 

I arrived at Covington, and 
loaded the sloppy manure and 
was in “high gear” for Cincinna¬ 
ti. 

I was travelling up Madison 
Avenue and had to make a quick 
stop for a red light at 12th Street, 
right in front of where the old 
White Castle used to be. 

The light turned green and I 
made a quick start to make up 
lost time. I heard something 
“POP!” but thought nothing 
about it. Cars started passing me, 
blowing horns and waving. 

I noticed some of the cars 
appeared as if they had run 
through a mud hole. I finally 
realized I had committed a crime! 

I stopped the truck, turned 
on the flashers and walked 
behind. I found that the tail gate 
was open and manure was drip¬ 
ping from the truck! 

My fears were confirmed. I 
had forgotten to secure the two 
safety bolts. Of the tail gate, and 
when I made a quick start, the 


weight of the liquid manure hit 
the tail gate and as a result, I had 
scattered manure for two blocks! 

I did now know what to do. 
Cars were slipping everywhere in 
the slimy muck. People were 
yelling and cursing and giving 
me obscene gestures with their 
fingers. I would have left the 
scene of the accident, but felt I 
would get into deeper trouble. 

I was standing near the rear 
of the truck, dressed in gum 
boots and a yellow apron, trying 
to direct traffic, and appear that 
I was only a helper. 

An irate man came by driving 
a luxury car all covered in the 
muck and was yelling and curs¬ 
ing. He screamed, “Are you the 
idiot who was driving that 
truck?” 

I replied, “No, I belong to the 
volunteer fire department and 
am only trying to help.” I con¬ 
tinued with, “I saw the driver get 
out of the truck, and he was run¬ 
ning toward Cincinnati!” 

I did not make it home for 
my date that night.

• Learn the difference 
between medical discount plans

Parent speaks out regarding lack of cursive writing instruction 
Board approves construction of security vestibules at three schools

Assistant Superintendent of 
Pendleton County Schools Amy 
Razor and director of curriculum/ 
assessment Julie Hubbard updat¬ 
ed the Pendleton County Board 
regarding the district’s 2012-2013 
Unbridled Learning Test results. 
They explained that out of the 
four county schools only Pendle¬ 
ton County High School had met 
its goal. They talked about the 
steps needed to improve student 
performance and raise future test 
scores. Board member Shawn 
Nordheim suggested a simple 
strategy to enhance performance: 
Engaged parents plus happy 
teachers e 
dents. Then she recommended 
ways to bring about this result. 
Board member Daryl Mullins 
said "When I first saw the test 
scores I was disappointed, but I 
realized, these things take time" 
He used a sports analogy to illus¬ 
trate his point. "John Wooden, 
Vince Lombardi and Bear Bryant 
did not become great coaches 
overnight. These things take 
time," said Mullins, "We must 
stay the course." 

Miley Martin from DeMossville, 
addressed the Board concerning 
school curriculum. Ms. Martin 
said she didn’t appreciate the fed¬ 
eral government changing what 
was being taught to her children. 
She mentioned history and the 
fact that cursive writing was no 
longer being taught. She asked, if 
her children couldn’t sign their 
names how were they supposed to 
sign a check or have a bank 
account? Shawn Nordheim told 
Ms. Martin that she shared her 
concern regarding the decision 
not to teach cursive writing. 
Miley Martin said, "We have to 
teach our children to write, we 
have to teach our children because 
the school system has failed 
them!" Superintendent Anthony 
Strong explained that school sys¬

Ms. Martin wanted the name 
of someone she could talk to 
about the problem.

Volunteer Fire assistance grants awarded 

Funds help localfire departments reduce wildfire risks 


The Kentucky Division of 
Forestry (KDF) recently awarded 
$195,000 in grant funds to 62 
rural fire departments across the 
state including Northern Pendle¬ 
ton Fire Department through the 
Volunteer Fire Assistance (VFA) 
grant program. 

Over the last ten years, KDF 
has given out more than $2.1 
million to fire departments. 
Funding for the program is pro¬ 
vided by the USDA Forest Ser¬ 
vice and administered by KDF. 
The VFA grant program is open 


to volunteer fire departments 
protecting communities with a 
population of 10,000 or less to 
help them increase their capacity 
to fight wildfires 

VFA grants are typically used 
to purchase training materials, 
pumps, hoses, tanks, small wild¬ 
fire suppression equipment and 
personal protective equipment 
such as Nomex®, fire shelters and 
gloves. The objectives of the VFA 
grant program include the fol¬ 
lowing: 

• Organize, train, and equip 


fire departments in rural areas 
and rural communities. 

• Assist qualifying fire depart¬ 
ments in saving lives and protect¬ 
ing property in rural communi¬ 
ties. 

• Prevent or reduce loss of life, 
protect financial investments, 
and enhance environmental qual¬ 
ity to revitalize rural America.

National Teen Driver Safety Week observed Oct. 20-26 


The Kentucky Office of 
Highway Safety (KOHS) is help¬ 
ing raise awareness of distracted 
driving in teenagers during the 
National Teen Driver Safety 
Week - October 20-26. 

Inspired by the loss of class¬ 
mates and friends, high school 
students throughout the nation 
have formed teen-led organiza¬ 
tions and promoted educational 
opportunities that are shaping 
driving attitudes and behaviors. 

“All too often, the devices are 
winning and our kids are losing 
- with tragic results,” said KOHS 
Executive Director Bill Bell. 

“Young people are America’s 
future, but it’s increasingly clear 
their future is in jeopardy due to 
the popularity of electronic 
devices constantly vying for their 
attention on our highways.” 

The KOHS coordinates 
highway safety events in schools 
and communities throughout 
the year. The Distracted Driving 
(D2) Simulator is the most pop¬ 
ular educational tool for high 
school students. The simulator 
exposes teens to the real-life haz¬ 


ards of distracted driving with¬ 
out actually putting their lives at 
risk. Drivers can receive and send 
phone calls and text messages 
while attempting to obey the 
rules of the road. More than 25 
D2 programs have been con¬ 
ducted in high schools to date. 

While no one is immune to 
distracting driving, teens are 
especially susceptible. According 
to the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration (NHTSA) 
344 people were killed in crashes 
involving a distracted teen driver 
in 2011. This age group also had 
the largest proportion of drivers 
who were reported distracted at 
the time of a crash - 11 percent. 
But it’s not just those in the car 
who are in danger from distract¬ 
ed driving. Numbers from 2011 
also show 495 non-occupants, 
such as pedestrians, were killed 
in distraction-affected crashes. In 
addition, research showed that 
only a third of young drivers 
would speak up and say some¬ 
thing to a driver who was talking 
on a handheld cellphone. 

But not all the news about 


distracted driving is negative. 
Over the past five years, the 
number of people injured in 
distraction-affected crashes has 
fallen 14 percent. 

States are taking great mea¬ 
sures to reduce fatality and inci¬ 
dent rates among teen drivers. 
Youth driving programs such as 
Graduated Driver Licensing have 
helped save young lives. In addi¬ 
tion, NHTSA research shows 
that anti-texting laws and stron¬ 
ger law enforcement have helped 
significantly. 

Currently, 41 states including 
Kentucky have passed legislation 
outlawing texting while driving. 
Kentucky’s texting law bans tex¬ 
ting for all drivers while the 
vehicle is in motion. For drivers 
younger than 18, use of all per¬ 
sonal communication devices 
such as cellphones and pagers is 
prohibited while the vehicle is in 
motion.

In 1947, the United Nations 
General Assembly declared 
October 24 the anniversary of 
the Charter of the United 
Nations, as which "shall be 
devoted to making known tot he 
peoples of the world the aims 
and achievements of the United 
Nations and to gaining their 
support for" its work. 

In 1971 the United Nations 
General Assembly adopted a fur¬ 
ther resolution (United Nations 
Resolution 2782) declaring the 
United Nations Day shall be an 
international holiday and rec¬ 
ommended that it should be 
observed as a public holiday by 
all United Nations member 
states. 

United Nations Day is devot¬ 
ed to making known to peoples 
of the world the aims and 
achievements of the United 


Nations Organization. United 
Nations Day is part of United 
Nations Week, which runs from 
October 20 to 26. 

The United Nations (UN; 
French: Organisation des 

Nations Unies, ONU) is an 
intergovernmental organization 
whose stated aims include pro¬ 
moting and facilitating coopera¬ 
tion in international law, inter¬ 
national security, economic 
development, social progress, 
human rights, civil rights, civil 
liberties, political freedoms, 
democracy, and the achievement 
of lasting world peace. The UN 
was founded in 1945 after World 
War II to replace the League of 
Nations, to stop wars between 
countries, and to provide a plat¬ 
form for dialogue. It contains 
multiple subsidiary organiza¬ 
tions to carry out its missions.

At its founding, the UN had 
51 member states; there are now 
193. From its offices around the 
world, the UN and its special¬ 
ized agencies decide on substan¬ 
tive and administrative issues in 
regular meetings held through¬ 
out the year. 

The organization has six 
principal organs: the General 
Assembly (the main deliberative 
assembly); the Security Council 
(for deciding certain resolutions 
for peace and security); the Eco¬ 
nomic and Social Council 
(ECOSOC) (for assisting in 
promoting international eco¬ 
nomic and social cooperation 
and development); the Secretari¬ 
at (for providing studies, infor¬ 
mation, and facilities needed by 
the UN); the International 
Court of Justice (the primary 
judicial organ); and the United 
Nations Trusteeship Council 
(which is currently inactive). 

Other prominent UN Sys¬ 
tem agencies include the World 
Health Organization (WHO), 
the World Food Programme 
(WFP) and United Nations 
Children's Fund (UNICEF). 
The UN's most prominent posi¬ 
tion is that of the office of Secre¬ 
tary-General which has been 
held by Ban Ki-moon of South 
Korea since 2007. NGOs may 
be granted consultative status 
with ECOSOC and other agen¬ 
cies to participate in the UN's 
work. 

The United Nations Head¬ 
quarters resides in international 
territory in New York City, with 
further main offices at Geneva, 
Nairobi, and Vienna. The orga¬ 
nization is financed from 
assessed and voluntary contribu¬ 
tions from its member states, 
and has six official languages: 
Arabic, Chinese, English, 
French, Russian, and Spanish

Having a safe Halloween celebration 


Although children look for¬ 
ward to tricks, treats and ghoul¬ 
ish garb, Halloween can be 
fraught with fright for parents, 
with candy given to their kids by 
strangers, a legion of masked and 
costumed trick-or-treaters at the 
door. However, following a few 
safety tips can ensure safe fun for 
kids and candy-givers alike. 

The activities below focus on 
Halloween, which is celebrated 
in the last week of October. The 
efforts throughout the month 
generate enthusiasm for crime 
prevention so it can grow stron¬ 
ger and become more wide¬ 
spread. 

To ensure that trick-or-treat¬ 
ers, you, and your house stay safe, 
remember the following tips: 

• Clear your yard and sidewalk 
of any obstacles or decorations 
that may be hard to see in the 
dark, lest someone go bump in 
the night. 

• Keep your house well lighted, 
both inside and out; you wouldn’t 
want to miss any particularly 
good costumes, would you? 

• Ask your Neighborhood 
Watch or local citizen’s group to 
haunt (patrol) your community. 

• Report any suspicious or 
criminal activity to your police or 
sheriff’s department. 

• To make sure even the scariest 
costumes are safe, keep the fol¬ 
lowing in mind when buying or 
designing one. 

• Try makeup instead of masks; 
it’s more comfortable and doesn’t 
obstruct vision the way masks 
can. 

• Check to ensure that cos¬ 
tumes are flame-retardant so that 
young ones are safe around jack- 
o’-lanterns, candles and other 
flames. 

• Keep costumes short to ensure 
that the only trip taken is the one 
around the neighborhood. 

• Look for brightly colored cos¬ 
tumes, attach reflector strips to 
costumes and bags, and remind 
trick-or-treaters to carry glow 


sticks and flashlights. 

• If a costume involves any sort 
of fake weapon, make sure that it 
is made of a flexible material 
such as cardboard or foam. Or, 
avoid the whole problem of 
weapons by challenging your 
child to design a costume that is 
scary without one. 

• Keep in mind the next few 
tips to make sure your trick-or- 
treater’s night in the neighbor¬ 
hood will be safe and fun. 

• Older kids should trick-or- 
treat in groups; kids walking 
around alone are never as safe as 
those in groups, and especially 
not at night.

home. Also, have a plan if your 
child gets separated from his or 
her friends or from you. 

• Remind your children not to 
enter strange houses or cars. 

• After a successful and safe 
night around the neighborhood, 
remember that the treats still 
need scrutiny before anyone eats 
them. 

• Remind your children not to 
eat treats until they’ve come 
home. To help ensure this, feed 
them a meal or a substantial 
snack before they go out.

A hunter hot on the heels of the divine fox 


The transition from seminary 
to pastoral ministry can be quite 
a jolt. The steady ebb and flow of 
the academic calendar, the imme¬ 
diate gratification of studying, 
being examined, receiving a 
grade, the easy collegiality among 
fellow students: these are hall¬ 
marks of seminary life. While in 
the parish, one hardly ever knows 
what will come next. True, there's 
the reality of Sunday coming 
round every seven days. Ready or 
not, here it comes! But, in 
between, you never know. And 
the variety of activities that will 
call upon your skills on any given 
day can be unnerving and over¬ 
whelming. A good pastor must 
be as flexible as a yoga instructor, 
ready to move from a budget 
conference to a hospital call to a 
liturgical planning session. And 
I'm only scratching the surface. 
Combine that with the fact that 
you generally don't know how 
you're doing till you mess up and 
the aching loneliness that many 
pastors feel. Well, it is a big tran¬ 


sition. 

For me, however, the biggest 
challenge of the transition was 
discovering what it means for the 
mystery of the word to become 
flesh. I'm not just talking about 
The Incarnation, although that 
figures in. I'm really referring to 
that discovery a young pastor 
(especially, but not exclusively a 
young pastor) makes when he or 
she finally begins to understand 
the real meaning of words like 
grace. It is one thing to know the 
derivation of the English theo¬ 
logical term from its Hebrew and 
Koine Greek roots and its various 
usages through theological tradi¬ 
tions. It is quite another thing to 
discover in your own bones what 
it means to receive mercy when 
you don't deserve it or what it 
means to help someone else 
receive it. 

In this regard, at least, semi¬ 
nary was my grade school and 
congregational ministry became 
graduate school. I learned a rich 
theological vocabulary in semi-

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nary, but that vocabulary 
remained largely theoretical until 
it came to life in the midst of 
serving my people as their pastor. 

This week I remembered with 
gratitude one of my coaches or 
mentors or (maybe better) guard¬ 
ians in that stage of my theologi¬ 
cal education. And I remem¬ 
bered him because I learned from 
the obituary in The Economist 
that he had died on September 
5th at the age of 87, a priest, a 
theologian (of the pastoral sort) 
and a food writer: Robert Farrar 
Capon. His death reminded me 
that some of my most important 
teachers were people I have only 
known because of their writing. 
But, they were still vital to my 
formation. I suspect that is true 
for all of us. 

I don't remember now who it 
was who gave me a copy of 
Capon's book, Exit 36 (New 
York, 1975). It was my introduc¬ 
tion to Capon, and I read it in 
1979. The novel tells the story of 
two Episcopal priests, one who 
has committed suicide, the other 
who is trying to piece together 
why. They were in neighboring 
parishes. They knew one another 
somewhat, as neighboring pas¬ 
tors sometimes do. As the story 
unwraps we learn that the priest 
who committed suicide has had 
an extramarital affair. In the end 
we learn that it was not this first 
infidelity, however, that drove 
him to suicide, but a second infi¬ 
delity. And he simply could not 
allow himself to be forgiven for 
that. I don't want to say any 
more. You may want to read the 
novel. 

The book is a theological 
mystery. It culminates not so 
much in a strange twist of plot or 
a new development of character, 
though both figure in. The book 
turns on a theological insight 
that became so important to me 
I asked Debbie to calligraphy it 
and I framed it and for years it 


hung in my study. The insight is 
this: "The difference between the 
saved and the damned is simply 
that the saved are willing to step 
out and explore what God 
remembers, while the damned 
insist on hanging around inside 
what God forgets." As a young 
pastor, first in a suburban parish 
next to Dallas, and later in a rural 
congregation south of Fort 
Worth, I found this word fleshed 
out again and again among the 
people in our communities. 

I was hooked on Capon. But 
I managed to only read a handful 
of the twenty-seven books he 
wrote. My favorite was Hunting 
the Divine Fox (New York, 1974) 
a book that inspired me to try, as 
a teacher and a preacher, to entice 
people to fall in love with God. 
According to Capon, the theolo¬ 
gian should not attempt to argue 
others into the faith, but should 
stoke up enthusiasm for a God 
who is always surprising. I love 
the passage where he set out the 
purpose of that book: "What I 
am about to give you ... is a 
guided tour of selected spots in 
the bizarre set of answers that I 
believe God has given us. Then, 
perhaps, we may inch our way 
back to a point at which we will 
be able to ask better questions." 

Theology, Capon said, is fun. 
Well, I already knew that. But 
what Capon helped me to learn 
as a young pastor was that living 
our theology among a people of 
faith, listening for God among 
these people, loving them 
through life's difficulties even 
when we found each other un¬ 
lovable, holding one another 
through life's joys and tragedies, 
and allowing ourselves to receive 
forgiveness even when we have 
done things to each other that 
were frankly unforgivable on any 
human scale: this is the greatest 
theological adventure of all. I just 
wish I had written Capon while 
he was alive to say thanks. 


BBB tips on Breast Cancer 
Awareness donations 


October is designated as 
National Breast Cancer Aware¬ 
ness month. Many Americans 
embrace this cause by purchasing 
pink-ribbon products and servic¬ 
es to support a cure for breast 
cancer. Your Better Business 
Bureau offers tips to avoid being 
scammed. 

Over the last year, millions of 
inquiries were made to BBBs 
across the US and Canada about 
charities. When donating to char¬ 
ity, people need to be aware of 
where their money is going. 
Remember, if you receive solicita¬ 
tions for donations, be cautious 
of people claiming to represent 
national breast cancer charities. 
According to the National Breast 
Cancer Awareness Month organi¬ 
zation (NBCAM), the group 
doesn’t solicit contributions and 
hasn’t authorized the use of its 
name for solicitation purposes. 
Contact charities directly to con¬ 
firm solicitations. 

BBB offers these tips to pro¬ 
tect yourself from a charity scam: 

• Never give cash. Write a 
check to the charity, not an indi¬ 
vidual. Never give your credit 
card number or other personal 
information in response to unso¬ 
licited donation requests. 

• Beware of emotional appeals. 

• Beware of high-pressure 
requests for on-the-spot dona¬ 
tions, with little information 
describing what a charity does. 

• Keep records of your dona¬ 
tions with receipts, canceled 
checks and bank statements to 
document your giving for taxes. 

• Think twice if a charity is 
unwilling to answer questions 
about their operations, finances 
and programs. 

• Read product labels careful¬ 
ly. A trustworthy company should 
disclose a charity name and the 
amount of sale benefiting the 
charity. 

• Checking online could help 
you better understand any pro¬ 
gram involving charitable dona¬ 
tions. 

• Confirm the charity’s corpo¬ 
rate partners, which will typically 
be listed on charities’ Web sites. 

Pink packaging is prevalent 


this time of the year. BBB has 
studied pink products ranging 
from lint rollers to teddy bears. 
BBB found that some products 
promise significant donations to 
breast cancer charities while oth¬ 
ers do not. Many products lay out 
the amount they contribute to 
charities on the packaging, which 
the BBB believes is the best way 
to inform consumers who are 
interested in buying products to 
support those charities. However, 
other products make only vague 
claims, or they require consumers 
to mail in proof of their purchase 
before donations can be made. 

If you want to support breast 
cancer charities by purchasing 
products, the BBB advises that 
you look into how that purchase 
will benefit a charity and which 
charity will get the money. More 
tips: 

• Inspect the product for 
information. Many companies 
clearly report on labels how much 
of their sales go to charity and 
specifically where the money 
goes. 

• Check the company’s web¬ 
site. If the information isn't on 
the product itself, it often can be 
found at the website address 
printed on the product packag¬ 
ing. 

• If you still can't find the 
information, call the company 
and ask for it. Firms that use 
charity tie-ins to market their 
products should be transparent to 
consumers. 

• Contact the charity directly 
if you have doubts they are receiv¬ 
ing proceeds. 

• Check out the charity to 

decide whether you believe it is 
worthy of your support. One way 
to do this is by contacting the 
BBB to determine whether the 
charity meets the BBB's 20 Stan¬ 
dards for Accountability. To 
check out a charity, go to www. 
bbb.org/ charity.

Now that children are back to 
school, sports seasons are also well 
underway. 

That means parents must take 
precautions to ensure their chil¬ 
drens eye safety. According to 
Prevent Blindness America, 
approximately 40,000 eye injuries 
take place in the United States 
during sports or recreational activ¬ 
ities each year, and some will lead 
to irreversible vision loss. Almost 
one-third of sports-related eye 
injuries occur in children between 
the ages of 5 and 14. 

“Eye injuries are the leading 
cause of blindness in children in 
America, and most injuries occur¬ 
ring in school-aged children are 
sports-related,” said Dr. Laurel 
Van Horn, an optometrist in Ben¬ 
ton, Ky. “The results of an eye 
injury can range from temporary 
to permanent vision loss, so it’s 
important that parents take the 
proper steps when their children 
play sports.” 

However, many adults are

Are you seeing deer in the headlights more now than usual? 


To everything there is a season, 
and Kentucky’s drivers must once 
again brace themselves for the 
annual three-month surge in road¬ 
way encounters, and collisions, 
with the most dangerous animal in 
the United States - the white¬ 
tailed deer. 

The Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety (IIHS) estimates 
that each year white-tailed deer 
cause car accidents across the 
nation that are responsible for tens 
of thousands of injuries and the 
deaths of approximately 200 
Americans. Those collisions also 
carry the hefty price tag of $4.6 
billion in insurance claims annu¬ 
ally. 

Vehicular collisions with deer 
increase in conjunction with the 
annual peak season for deer migra¬ 
tion and mating. Kentucky’s 
exploding deer population has 
only increased the opportunities 
for these accidents to occur. Deer 
are naturally on the move during 
this season, and urban sprawl has 
introduced many new roads into 


The Touch a Truck event is 
taking place at the Community 
Center grounds in Butler, Ky. on 
November 2 from 2-5 p.m. 

This is an educational experi¬ 
ence for all ages, but it is trying to 
help kids from kindergarten 
through twelfth, adults taking 
classes for their GED, and maybe 
young adults having a hard time 
finding a profession that may not 
require a college degree.

Consequently, deer are seen 
and struck on the roadways during 
the last three months of the year 
almost more often than all the 
other nine months combined. 

Kentucky State Police (KSP) 
data reports that Kentuckians were 
in a total of 2,798 automobile col¬ 
lisions with deer last year (178 
fewer than in 2011), resulting in 
140 injuries but no deaths. How¬ 
ever, the KSP reporting also shows 
that these collisions have clearly 
defined seasonal peaks. In 2012, 
more than 47% of all collisions 
with deer in Kentucky took place 
during the final three months of 
the year, and 24.3% of the annual 
statewide deer collision total was 
reported in November alone. 

Kentucky Farm Bureau (KFB) 
Insurance claims data also strongly 
supports the concept of seasonal 
peaks in deer collisions. Approxi¬ 
mately $18.4 million in deer colli¬ 
sion claims were filed with KFB in 
2012, but more than 45% of those 
claims resulted from accidents

occurring in the three-month peak 
season of October, November and 
December. 

Furthermore, analysis by the 
Highway Loss Data Institute 
reveals that an average of 14.1 
animal collisions per 1,000 drivers 
occurs nationally each November. 
KFB Insurance claims data shows 
that drivers statewide well-out- 
paced the national average last 
November, hitting deer on road¬ 
ways at a clip of 26.83 per 1,000 
drivers. As a result of those colli¬ 
sions, KFB Insurance customers 
filed more than $4 million in 
claims just during November. 

“Looking at numbers histori¬ 
cally we can easily predict deer 
collision claims are going to rise 
dramatically in the fall and peak in 
November,” said Bill Reddington, 
KFB’s Director of Actuarial Ser¬ 
vices, “but we are also careful to 
remember that these are not just 
numbers. These are real people 
experiencing real accidents. We 
hope that by calling attention to 
this annual spike in deer strikes we 
can increase driver awareness and 
help prevent tragedy on Ken¬ 
tucky’s roads.” 

As October is now here, Ken¬ 
tucky’s drivers are entering the 
peak three-month season for deer 
collisions. Motorists need to be 
aware of this hazard and recognize 
that they are twice as likely as 
usual to hit a deer on the road in 
the months of October and 
December. In November that 
probability climbs higher still as 
drivers in most Kentucky counties 
are three or more times as likely to 
collide with a deer on the road. 

With the anticipated jump in 
activity from deer found on the 
roadways, motorists should drive 


slower and be aware of their sur¬ 
roundings even more than usual. 
Deer are most likely to be seen at 
dusk and dawn near tree-lined 
roadways or areas that transitions 
from open fields to forest or water, 
but drivers must remember that 
deer are wild animals and often 
exhibit unpredictable behaviors 
when on or near road. 

KFB advises motorists to drive 
defensively on the roadways this 
fall, especially when headed into 
wooded areas where deer are prev¬ 
alent. 

Tips to help drivers avoid deer 
collisions: 

• Watch for deer crossing signs. 
These signs are posted to warn 
drivers that certain stretches of the 
road are commonly populated 
with deer. Do not ignore the warn¬ 
ing. 

• Be aware of the time. Deer 
are most commonly seen along 
roadways in the early morning and 
evening hours. Exercise additional 
caution if traveling during these 
times of day. 

• When driving after dark, use 
high-beam headlights to increase 
the range of vision. 

• If a deer is spotted on or near 
the road, slow down immediately. 

• Don’t swerve if a deer is in 
the road. Brake firmly but keep 
the vehicle headed in a straight 
line. A swerving vehicle can con¬ 
fuse the animal and prevent it 
from picking a direction to flee, 
and, worse yet, the driver could 
lose control and hit a tree or 
another car. 

• Always wear a seatbelt. The 
Kentucky State Police says that 
most people injured or killed in 
automobile collisions with deer are 
not wearing seat belts.

Ky. fruit and veggie myths & facts 


There are many myths and old 
wives tales concerning fruit and 
vegetable crops that have become 
part of Kentucky lore. Several 
myths that still exist today involve 
grape coloration and fall frosts. 

A number of grape growers 
believe that it is necessary to pick 
the leaves off the vine to expose the 
grape clusters to the sun so the 
grapes will color. This myth prob¬ 
ably originated from growers 
removing leaves to improve air-cir¬ 
culation and reduce fruit rot. The 
truth is grapes - with the exception 
of the seedless reliance variety - do 
not need sunlight to color. In fact, 
the fruit will color just fine when 
covered. Home grape growers can 
staple a bag over each cluster which 
keeps off birds, insects and diseases 
and reduces their spray program. 

Frost has a tendency to concern 
many producers. Some people 
believe greens become poisonous 
after a frost. Greens like mustard, 


kale and collards actually develop a 
more enhanced flavor after a frost. 
Cool temperatures slow the inter¬ 
nal respiration of the greens, allow¬ 
ing more sugars to accumulate, 
making them slightly sweeter. One 
exception, however, is rhubarb, 
which becomes toxic after exposure 
to a hard freeze. 

Myths involving frosted sweet 
potato roots also exist. Many pro¬ 
ducers believe that sweet potato 
roots become poisonous after a 
frost, but they actually just rot. 
Sweet potatoes are warm season 
crops and will not tolerate a vine¬ 
killing frost. Producers should 
worry about frost injuring the 
sweet potatoes where they attach to 
the vine. This injury prevents heal¬ 
ing after the sweet potato is har¬ 
vested leading to decay in storage. 

For more information on fruit 
and vegetable production, contact 
the Pendleton County Cooperative 
Extension Service.

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Creating a delicious holiday 
meal on a budget 


The holiday season can bring 
financial stress that burdens your 
spirit. From purchasing gifts to 
traveling to planning an elabo¬ 
rate holiday meal, extra expenses 
make it hard on families this 
time of the year. Many families 
skip holiday traditions to avoid 
overspending. Skipping the big 
Thanksgiving or Christmas meal 
may not be the answer to pinch¬ 
ing pennies; choosing to eat a 
nutritious meal can help you 
avoid the extra spending and 
extra calories. 

The guidelines of MyPlate 
suggest that half of your plate 
should be filled with fruits and 
vegetables. With less pressure to 
provide large quantities of a spe¬ 
cial meat, especially for the holi¬ 
day season, the meal is beneficial 
for your health and budget. 

Fresh fruits and vegetables 
can be costly at the grocery store. 
To avoid overspending, purchase 
fruits and vegetables currently in 
season. For seasonal produce, 
check out your local farmers 
market or visit a local orchard or 
pumpkin patch. Canned or fro¬ 
zen fruits and vegetables are 
available at your local grocery 
store, perhaps on sale. They also 
have a longer shelf life compared 
to fresh fruits and vegetables, so 
be sure to stock up during sales 
and buy things you know you 
will need for holiday meals. 

Since some families think a 
holiday meal would not be a 
feast without the meat, look at 
different options to help you stay 
within your budget. Look for 
local meats, like ham and use 
recipes that include meat as an 
ingredient instead of a stand¬ 
alone dish. Avoid buying too 
much meat since it doesn’t have 
a long shelf life and is usually the 
most expensive ingredient. 

The most important factors 
for a successful holiday meal on 


a budget are planning and prepa¬ 
ration. Making a plan for your 
holiday meal can save money 
and time. Establishing a budget 
is vital since there are extra 
expenses this time of the year. 
Include coupons, food stamps 
and WTC vouchers as a part of 
your budget. Don’t buy “extras” 
with the money that you save, 
unless they will be used for your 
holiday meal. 

Preparing a list for just the 
items that you need for your 
holiday meal can also help you 
avoid spending extra money. 
After you have created a list, 
check out your local food sources 
for items such as meat, eggs, 
cheese, baked goods and produce 
from Kentucky producers. If you 
can’t find the items that you 
need at your local food source, 
then go to your local grocery 
store. 

Adding a few things in your 
cart at the store can cost you 
many extra dollars at the cash 
register. Don’t forget to look in 
your cabinets and refrigerators to 
see what you already have. Little 
expenses like salt and pepper, 
and other small condiments add 
up quickly. Look for the spices 
and herbs you will need at dis¬ 
count stores. 

Don’t let the expenses of the 
holiday season be the reason for 
an empty stomach or an empty 
wallet. Making healthy choices 
by following the daily recom¬ 
mendations of MyPlate can pro¬ 
vide both health and financial 
benefits.

Factoring in the costs and 
time of pet ownership 


Owning a pet is a valuable and 
rewarding experience for youth. 
However, youth and parents 
should understand both the finan¬ 
cial cost and commitment required 
for different animals. Before 
acquiring a pet, you should thor¬ 
oughly consider the demands of 
owning different pets to be sure 
your choice will fit in to your fam¬ 
ily’s lifestyle and budget realisti¬ 
cally and without undue hardship. 
A fish fits neatly on a counter top; 
a Great Dane needs a big yard. 

Animals feature prominently 
in 4-H programs because they 
provide youth with outstanding 
experiences for virtually unlimited 
learning. Pet ownership teaches 
youth critical life skills, increasing 
critical thinking, decision-making 
and communication. 

The goal of the 4-H Dog pro¬ 
gram, while specific to dogs, indi¬ 
cates some of the benefits youth 
will enjoy with virtually any pet. 
Youth can expect to: 

Learn about the animal and be 
able to identify their characteris¬ 
tics 


• Study the responsibilities of 
ownership. 

• Demonstrate care and man¬ 
agement, feeding, care, handling, 
and grooming. 

• Keep record of all costs and 
management practices. 

• Learn and follow health regu¬ 
lations, including first aid and 
simple treatments for ailments not 
requiring veterinary attention. 

• Train animal to follow simple 
commands. 

• Understand the role of scien¬ 
tific research in animal husbandry. 

• Develop sportsmanship, 
cooperation, decision-making 
ability, and public speaking skills 
through participation in demon¬ 
strations, tours, judging, and/or 
exhibits. 

• Practice leadership skills and 
roles, take part in community 


affairs, and demonstrate citizen¬ 
ship responsibilities. 

• Explore career, job and pro¬ 
ductive leisure opportunities. 

But despite the great value of 
animal ownership, you need to 
need to make the decision care¬ 
fully. Initial costs, such as neuter¬ 
ing/spaying and puppy/kitten vac¬ 
cinations, for dogs and cats are not 
insignificant. Pets also require 
steady purchases throughout the 
year, in addition to routine yearly 
vaccinations and exams. You 
should factor in emergency and 
unplanned veterinary visits as well. 

Consider that you will need to 
purchase all or some of the follow¬ 
ing for a dog: yearly vaccinations, 
monthly flea and heartworm treat¬ 
ment, grooming, dog food and 
treats, leash and collar, water and 
food bowls and toys. Cats will 
need similar purchases. An indoor 
cat requires a litter box and litter. 
Another, less expensive option is 
fish, which require a tank and 
accoutrements to decorate the 
tank. 

Pet ownership costs per month 
will vary depending upon loca¬ 
tion, stores in the area and per¬ 
sonal buying decisions. You should 
carefully consider your family’s 
financial situation to be sure you 
can readily absorb those costs, 
especially during this economy. 
However, having limited means is 
not always a barrier to pet owner¬ 
ship. Adopting from a local animal 
shelter or using free or reduced- 
cost resources can lower expenses. 
Often, veterinarian clinics or shel¬ 
ters will offer routine care, such as 
rabies shots, at specific times of the 
year. In some situations, family 
financial circumstances may lead 
to purchasing a different pet, 
which will still provide youth with 
the rewards of ownership.
